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Response to Amendment 

The following is in response to the amendment filed on June 5, 2003. 
Claims 1-50 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowed primarily because the prior art does not disclose or suggest 
controlling the caliper of a fibrous web as it is wound onto a roll whereby the caliper of the web 
can be selectively decreased by adjusting nip pressure of calendering rolls in order to obtain 
uniform caliper throughout the wound roll. 

Applicant's arguments are persuasive with respect to the apphed prior art of record, 
Bichot (US 4,583,697) discloses winding a compressible mineral felt upon itself with 
continuously increasing pressiwe so that the felt is compressed evenly during winding. The 
examiner acknowledges that this is different fi-om controlling the caUper (permanent thickness) 
of a cellulose web as it is wound onto a roll. Myren (US 6,036,137) discloses winding a tissue 
web onto a spool whereby the pressure between the reel drum and the growing roll increases as 
the roll thickness (diameter) increases for control of roll hardness. The examiner acknowledges 
that this is different fi:om controlling the caUper of a cellulose web as it is wound onto a roll. 
Sharma et al (US 4,573,402) discloses controlling the cross-direction caliper of a web before it is 
wound, which the examiner recognizes as being different fi-om selectively decreasing the caliper 
with increasing nip pressure as the web is wound onto a roll. 
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Applicant's amendment to claims 21-33 are sufficient to overcome the rejection imder 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph set forth previously.
